The species are as follows: 

Group I, Figs. 1-3 and 5 

Group II, Fig. 6 

Group III, Fig. 7 and Fig 8 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action to elect a single species to 
which the claims shall be restricted. 

Additionally the Examiner indicates: 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in 
the following manner: 

Group I, Figs. 1-3 and 5; claims 1-4, 7-12, 15, and 16. 

Group II, Fig. 6; claims 1-4, 6-12, 14, 15, and 16. 

Group III, Fig. 7 and Fig 8; claims 1-5, 7-13, 15 and 16. 

There are generic claims. Claims 1-4, 7-12, 15 and 1 6 are the generic 
claims. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they 
lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the 
following reasons: 

Group I and Group III lack the special technical feature of having a 
light source disposed inside the fixing member of Group II. 

Group I and Group II lack the special technical feature of having a 
condensing unit disposed inside between the light source at the fixing 
member of Group III. 

Group II and III lack the special technical feature of having a light 
source for irradiating light for fixation and a fixing member for 
transmitting the light for fixation of Group I.
